A Note About Recent Taxonomy 


In the past 5-10 years, there have been many taxonomic studies using DNA determinations in order to find the 
proper relationships between Superfamilies, Families, Subfamilies, Tribes, and Genera. However, since the 
literature references are scattered and not necessarily simple to search out, I will continue to use the readily available 
website (www.funet.fi/pub/sci/bio/life/insecta/index.html) as my standard source of names, even though some of the 
arrangements may be considered out of date in very recent literature. 


For those interested, the following is the proposed 2012 arrangement for moths in Drepanoidea and Noctuoidea 
based primarily on DNA studies by Reza Zahiri* of the University of Turku, Finland. Since Zahiri's advisor is 
Niklas Wahlberg, associated with the www.funet.fi website, our standard for naming, I would expect to see such 
changes also made in that website in the near future.
